and regional planning commissions and
municipal governing bodies.

The site and facility will not have an
unreasonable adverse effect on:

o Aesthetics;

 Historic Sites;

e Air and Water Quality;

e The Natural Environment; and
e Public Health and Safety.

Issuance of a certificate will serve the public
interest.
